TIIE RAINBOW ROSE 


There nra believed to ha sev- 
eral thousand varieties oi the 
rose In lire world, only n few of 
which ore suitable for lire pro- 
duction ol rose-petal oil, a high- 
ly valued commodity. The latter 
varieties are extremely difficult 
to grow. A special climate, soil, 
fertilizers, and much else Is re- 
quired Tot oil to accumulate In 
large quantities In their petals. 

Tills year a new variety of oil- 
producing rose, called Rainbow, 
was bred at the Crimean Oil and 
Ether Cultures and Oils amalga- 
mation. In view of the fact that 
It multiplies easily and Is a fast 
grower, as well as having a 
great number of heavy buds— 
the Rainbow holds out ptospects 
of a rich harvest. Its great num- 


ber ol buds will make picking, 
usually a labour — consuming 
operation, easier. 

While ninny connlilns special- 
ize in producing new varieties of 
roses, the nil mid ether rose Is 
only bred in this country and 
Bulgaria. They started cultivat- 
ing It in Bulgaria 230 years ago. 
To begin with plantations In Rus- 
sia were so small that as much 
as 1,000 kilogrammes of rose uil, 
an essential component in the 
scent Industry, were Imported 
annually. Today Ilia USSR Is a 
loading producer of rose oil. 

Selectionists continue their 
search for a perfect vailfity 
conforming to all the 12 qualifi- 
cations [or the oil aud ether 
rose.

FOR CUTTING 
SCRAP METAL

The Soviet and East German 
industries producing railway lo- 
comotives and carriages coope- 
rate closely in Improving their 
products and hi Lhe design of 
now models. They carry out 
joint tests on Diesel locomotives 
and carriages.
